Fredd State Technical College 
opened its doors in 1965. Dr. C.A. 

Fredd, Sr. was president of the college 

from 1965 until 1976, Mr. I.W. 
Mitchell assumed the presidency from 
1976 until 1982. In 1982 Mr. Norman 
CeDhus was named president of the 
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technical college and served in that 
position until 1990. In 1993 Fredd 
State merged with Shelton State, and 
Dr. Umphrey was appointed president.
